ATTKCK ON LONDON

London, Dec. G.—About twenty-five 
airplanes raided England today, it is 
announced officially.

Washington, Dec. 6.—The house, de- 
termined to a man 
to enforce the 
recommendation of President Wilson, 
today was only waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to vote for war against Austria- 
Hungary. 
Nothing stands in the way 
of unanimous adoption of the 
war 
resolution. 
Absent members, how- 
ever anxious to demonstrate their 
support to the president by register- 
ing their vote for 
the 
immediate 
commencement of hostilities against 
the dual monarchy, have asked for 
opportunity to get 
back, 
to 
their 


places in the house. 
Accordingly, Chairman Flood of the 
foreign affairs 
committee, and his 
colleagues will not press for action 
on the war resolution until tomorrow 


Not a member of the house will 
voice opposition to the program aavo- 
cated by 
the president, it is said. 
There is sentiment in favor of extend- 
ing the provisions of tfhe program so 
as 
to inaugurate hostilities against 
Turkey and Bulgaria. But the assur- 
ances of Secretary Lansing to Chair- 
man Flood that the ends of justice 
will be served at present by opening 
hostilities against Austria alone have 
satisfied the more zealous ones. It is

INDUSTRIAL PLANTS 


MUST BE CONVERTED

Washington, 
Dec. 6.— Practically 


one-half of the industrial plants of 
the United States must be converted 
from producers of non-essentials into 
producers of essentials. With the ap- 
pointment of George N. Peck of Mo- 
line 111 . as head of a special board 
under the war industries board, work 
has commenced on the enormous task 
of turning the United States into one 
gigantic mill for the turning out of 
goods essential to the winning of the 
war. 
- 
Action' on the new program began 
today. It is a part of the general war 
programmer bringing every activity of 
the nation under centralized federal 
control to 
insure lost motion .and 
waste of effort. 
Thousands of factor- 
ies throughout the 
United States, 
which now are engaged in manufac- 
turing articles for which there is wide 
popiilar demand, but which do not con- 
tribute to the war machine, over 
night may be changed into factories 
in which the machinery of war will 
be turned -out. 
Coal will not be consumed in the 
production of articles not requisite to 
winning the war. 
Railroads will not 
be congested by carloads of unneces- 
sary produce. Hundreds of thousands 
of men and' women, now making non- 
essentials, will turn their hands to 
the production of war goods. 
Busi- 
ness will be decidedly unusual. 
The war industries board recently 
prepared a list of over five hundred 
articles classed as non-essentials. It 
had been intended to ceny manufac- 
turers of these articles priority over 
anything as to coal supplies or rail- 
road deliveries.

iRussian's Proposals. 
The request of the Russian delegates 
that al) ibeMgerants be asked to take 
part in reaching an armistice on all 
fronts was met by the enemy that it 
does not posses such powers. 
The 
'Russians then presented a project for 
armistice on all fronts. The principle 
points of which were the promise .that 
Austro-Germany would not send forces 
from the eastern front to the other 
fronts and that the Germans should 
retire from the Island around Moon 
Sound. The Russians were handicap- 
ped in the proposal for an armistice 
on tb° eastern front, which is now be- 
ing held by the Russians. The official 
communication says: 
Not Accepted. 
"The enemy 
delegation 
then de- 
clared that our conditions for an armi- 
stice were unacceptable and expressed 
the orinion that such demands could 
be addressed 
only to .a

country. On the categorical statement 
by our plenipotentiary that they were.

peace. Having, regard to the evasive 
reply of the enemy our delegates as 
alreadv stated, submitted the enemy 
conditions for an armistice to pur mil- 
itary experts for their criticism for 
thefr purely military point of view 
nnd in order that thev might indicate 
in what respect modifications are nec- 
essary for our army and navy from 
he -Black Sea to the Baltic. 
To Start December 8. 
"The first point regarding the pro- 
posed enemy armistice w,3s the dura- 
tion of the armistice, which was first 
indicated as a" fortnight to begin Dec. 
S. After discussion the German dele- 
gates expressed readiness to agree to 
a prolongation of twenty-eight days. 
This term may automatically be pro- 
longed provided there fs no refusal, 
which must be 
made within 
seven 
days before the expiration of the arm- 
ist'ice. which is to begin Becembpr 10, 
if our delegation leavcst Brest-Litovsk 
today, but if it leaves later the armi- 
stice will beein later.

"Before the commencement, of the 


official armistice it must be definitely 
established that hostilities shall cease 
from the beginning;. Our delp-ration

NOW FACING FINLAND 
SAYS COMMISSIONER

New York, Dec. 6.—Speedy death 


from hanger threatens the greater part 
of the population of Finland unl ess 
they can obtain flour from the "United 
States, asserts Dr. Kaarlo 
Ignatius, 


commissioner of the Finnish govern- 
ment for negotiating the release of 
foodstuffs by the United States gov- 
ernment, in'a statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press. Concerning Finland 8 
needs and its causes, 
Dr. Ignatius 


"In regard to food supply Finland 
is worse off than any'of the European 
states whose sufferings have (been 
brought before the American public. 
For months past our people have been 
eating bread made out of flour mixed 
with pinebark and lichens; but even 
with this expedient we cannot hold 
out, 
as the flour reserve virtually 18 
exhausted, and even our hardy popu- 
lation cannot eat unmixed bant. 
"The sufferings- endured In the sum- 
mer were terrible: and since I left 
Finland in September they have be- 
come much worse. Nothing can save 
us except the prompt release by the 
American government of the 
flour 
which we have already ordered and 


l paid for in the United States.

"Finland has never been self-sup- 


I porting as regards food. 
Her three 


I and a ha!f miHions of people, scattered 


i over 373,000 square kilometers of ter- 


'• ritory, have depended largely upon 
I foreign supplies of grain, in exchange 
for

The canned 
foods do make a baby fat for sugar 
is a very fattening food; but the fat 
so produced ia flabby, and the baby 
so fattened la too often subject to 
the obstanate digestive duBturBancea 
and the permanent bony deformities 
of rickets.

Assistant 
Secretary.of Agriculture Carl Si yroo- 
man, .as a public official, 4n question- 
ing the patriotism and loyalty "of the 
University of Wisconsin, without pre- 
vious investigation of the facts. Pres- 
ident 'Charles H, Van Hise, of the -uni- 
versity, declared the charges ' to be 
groundless and to be deeply resented 
by regents, faculty and students. The 
sending of the letter'waa'announced at 
the meeting'Of the board of regents to- 
day.

Mr. Vrooman spoke on Nov. 21 be- 


fore a patriotic convocation 
of stu- 
dents arranged^ to assist the Y. M. C. 
A_ war fund campaign. In the even- 
ing, while speaking at the "Wisconsin 
Potato Show, he declared that students 
had evidenced 
lack of patriotic re- 
sponso at what he understood was 
their first patriotic mass meeting and 
questioned whether the university ex- 
pressed "a militant patriotism." - 


"The 
second address," President 
Van Hise declared in- the letter, "was 
an attack upon the active patriotism 
of the University of Wisconsin, not 
by direct statement, but by the far 
more objectionable and less courage- 
ous method of implication. 
"The alleged facts presented in sup-, 


port of the implication of lack of pt£ 
trlotism are first, that the 
loyalty 
meeting,at, which Mr. Vrooman spoke 
was the only one which had been held 
at Wisconsin this year; 'second, that 


the student audience was not respons- 
ive to hia address. 
. , 
"The first statement is wholly with- 


out -.foundation. 
There have been a 
series of patriotic-meetings at the uni- 
versity this i-ear, of which one of the 
moat important was addressed by Mr. 
McAdoo, secretary of the treasury. In 
addition to these, we have had a course 
of lectures on the war twice a week 
:by members of the staff of the univer- 
sity open to the entire student body 
and to the public. At these addresses 
and lectures the students have been 
uniformly, res'ponsive.

"The mature of Mr. Vroomau's ad- 
dress is called to your attention for 
the reason -that the regents, the fac- 
ulty, and the students; deeply resent 
'the serious reflection made upon the 
; patriotism of this institution by a hi«h 
•public official.. 
For Mr. Vrooman. offi- 
cially speaking for the government, 
to cast extremely-objectionable reflec- 
tions on the! patriotism of the univer- 
sity -without knowledge of what we 
have done or attempt to ascertain the 
truth, seems tfo us so seriously to mis- 
represent your position that I feel you 
should know .tb^e fact's." 
As evidence of student response to 
the call of war, President Van Hise 
pointed out that at least 350 students 
had entered the army Bind navy before 
the present-year and many since that 
time that 284 took the university's in- 
tensive military course to prepare/for 
\offlcers' camps, that 448 were released 
for emergency food production work 
last spring/and that at least l,65o oth- 
ers'enrolled for summer war service 
of various kinds.
